The Democratic sheriff, city clerk 
und coroner are elected. Three Dem- 
ocrati¢c and one Republican State 
senator are elected from this city, 
while eleven Democrats and six Re- 
publican members of the Assembly 
ure elected. A vacancy in the Board 
of Aldermen is filled by a Democrat. 

Returns from the country districts 
show the eleetion of sixteen Repub- 
lican Senators and the probable elec- 
tion of three more out of the thirty- 
iwo State Senators, with sixty-five 
Republican Assemblymen, and pro- 
bably eight or ten more out of the 
one hundred and twent y-eight. 

A Kansas City special to the Zimes 
says that both parties in that State 
claim a majority in the house, and 
that the indications are ‘that the re- 
~ultis very close. 

A Milwaukee dispatch to the Times 
says that the returns of one-third of 
Wisconsin indicate the election of the 
Democratic ticket. The Democrats 
have gained eight votes in the Legis- 
lature. The Z7imes says: ‘Taking a 
veneral view of affairs, we cannot con- 
vratlate the Republicans of New York 
upon the results of yesterday. The 
Republicans cannot elect their ticket 
without voting for it, and next year 
we may have good nominations with- 
out any delusive Democratic al- 
liances,”’

A third i:node resorted to by the 
Episcopal Church of this place is by 
their parochial school, in which in- 
struction is given by a competent 
teacher employed for the purpose, 
being paid partly by tire interest of a 
legacy from a former member of the 
congregation and partiy by monthly 
subscriptions from certain pe:sons of 
the congregation. ‘The benefits of 
the -. ool, however, are not confined 
to the poor, but are extended to any 
who choose to send their children ; 
those who can pay and are willing to 
pay, paying what they please, those 
who cannot pay, or are unwilliig to 
pay, paying nothing. Thei number 
of scholars is about forty, and the 
school is always full. 

Besides these modes of assistance 
the Church had a few months ago a 
soup society, but this kindof nutri- 
ment did nut prove very p¢pular. 
The palatés o° the poor had not been 
educated to enjoy it and the society 
was dissolved. R. S. M.

made in Boston to establish a school 
or college in which instruetion will 
be systematically given in the art of 
cooking.

abor, by producing in large quantites 
and allowing no waste, ing and 
fattening pigs, chickens, ete., with 
the crumbs that fall from the labora- 
tory tables ?’’— Phila.

The same thing is true of the 
Spragues ; but unfortunately in their 
cuse they are said to be pressed by a 
rival conbination, which seeks their 
ruin at whatever expense to the op- 
eratives in their mills and the mills 
of other manufacturers. The Clear- 
ing House statement yesterday was 
favorable to the banks, which is 
worth something at an unfavorable 
moment for business. A number of 
the Buchu rallroads—notably the 
Kansas Pacific, Burlington and Ce- 
dar Rapids and Chesapeake and Ohio 
—failed to pay their November inter- 
est yesterday, and they, aud others 
like them, are likely to fall to the 
the level towhich Buchu always falls, 
This was practically the situa- 
tion at the close of the week. But 
the danger is not past, and even with 
the succor of the houses of Claflin & 
Co., and A. & W. Sprague the dan- 
ger will not be past. What is re- 
quired more than anything else isa 
spirit of mutual helpfulness. In case 
au few great houses like these we have 
mentioned are allowed to fail even 
this may prove of no avail; but at 
the present time itis still possible to 
uverta general calamity if all help to 
bear each other’s burdens. 


Direct Trade. 

Inthe Hillsboro Recorder of the 
oth inst., we find an excellent article 
on the important subject ef Southern 
ports establishing direct trade with 
kurope. We reproduce the following 
extract from the article in question: 


‘* Direct trade has been the dream 
of a certain class of Southern ‘States- 
men formany a long year. It was 
regarded by them as the only relief 
from commercial dependence, the on- 
ly step which would give the South 
the full value of her producis. Un- 
lortunately this class (we speak of the 
times before the war) were committed 
to other and more extensive views 
and were thought to aim at politica 
as Well as Commercial independence, 
Hence there was a taint of suspicion 
in their movements, and their ideas 
never received the encouragement or 
conlidence they merited. For cer- 
tainly there Was nothing unpatriotic, 
nothing hostile to the bass, vovern- 
ment, nothing at war with the gen- 
eral good of the whole country, that 
the South should be taught to look to 
direct trade as the ineans of getting 
the full worth of her cotton, rice, to- 
bacco, &c., undiminished by the 
charges of middle-men, of cCommis- 
sions, of freights, of the various other 
ways by which their proiits were di- 
minished, 

Since the war the South has been 
the passive victim of circumstances, 
the obedient slave of northern com- 
mercial dictation. Impoverished, 
hay, ruined, she was ina condition 
to accept such favors as were doled 
out to her, 


** Now she has recuperated, has re-. 


gained her strength, and inmay be 
master of the situation. Surely there 
is no special debt of gratitude due 
the North for the assistance given in 
the past. That section had its inter- 
est in the help afforded, and it fore- 
stalled the European buyer. * *

The Money Panio—When and 


Where Will it End ” 
Our readers will remember that 


after the telegraphic announcement 
of the failure of Jay CooKE & Co., 
and while many intelligent men were 
saying that the panic was artificial 
and ephemeral, and that confidence 
and prosperity would soon be restored, 


we expressed and reiterated the opin- 
ion that the worst had not come. 
Candor compels us to say now that 
we do not believe the bottom has 
been touched yet. 

We do not profess to be financiers 
capable of giving the public the best 
advice possible in the present 
monetary difficulties. We distrust 
our ability to assign their true causes 
and to predict the results that are 
yet tocome. But we cannot get rid 
of the impression that relief from the 
hard times is stilla great way off, 
That relief, when it comes, may be 
artificial and temporary or it may be 
real and permanent. 

The immediate causes of the hard 
times are two—scarcity of money and 
general distrust. 

It is said that the volume of cur- 
rency is too small for the business 
necessities of country, but at the 
same time it is true that there is more 
currency afloat to-day than there was 
three months ago. 

When Congress meets, if it yields 
to importunity and authorizes the 
issue of a few hundred millions more 
greenbacks and national currency, 
its action may raise the premium on 
gold again, diminish the confidence 
of holders in the value of the nation- 
al currency, and induce them, in this 
way, to turn it loose in loans and in- 
vestments. This course would give us 
temporary relief from the hard times. 

We believe that Congress will pur- 
sue a wiser and safer course, if it sets 
its face like flint against any further 
inflation of the currency. The most 
wholesome increase possible, of the 
volume of our circulating medium, 
is a speedy resumption of specie pay- 
ments. If any doubts have hereto- 
fore existed as to the ability of the 
Government to resume, those doubts 
vanish in the evident fitness of the 
present opportunity. 

But will not the people suffer and 
complain while the painful contrac- 
tion of values to a specie basis is 
progressing 2? Most undoubtedly 
they will. But when will they suffer 
and complain of that process less than 
now? Probably never. 

We conclude to-day with this ad- 
vice: Letereditors be forbearing and 
inclined tocompromises. Let debtors 
be honest and sincerely disposed to 
secure those who have trusted them 
in former times. Let all contract 
private expenditures to the smallest 
practicable limit. Let all demand of 
approaching Legislatures and of 
Congress a uniform reduction of all 
salaries toa specie standard. Then 
let us all await the future, with stout 
hearts, schooled to brave and endure 
the worst that may come. 


A CELEBRITY.—Says the New Or- 
leans Zimes: ‘‘Last month there 
died in the hospital in St. Louis, by 
whatever alias she might then be 
known, who used to be Stella del 
Norte. In the old mining days, when 
California was buta camp, andthe 
Golden City a rude collection of 
wooden shanties, the country was 
electritied to learn one day that, as 
the cashier of the Bank of California 
was standingalone in his vault, a wo- 
man opened the door, and holding a 
pistol to his head, demanded $10,000 
in notes. Feeling the cold muzzle of 
the pistol in close proximity to his 
brow, he very reluctantly consented, 
and the vision left, and the next day 
he received a very neatcard, with the 
written inscription, ‘Thanks. Stella 
del Norte.’ She was afterwards arres- 
ted by a vigilance committee, dressed

On last Thursday evening, the 
boy having in some way offended 
the man and his wife, they stripped 
him and tied him to a tree, with his 
lands above his head. while in that 
condition the inhuman woman whip- 
ped him sev While she was 
doing so her uusband came up and 
took off his coat and whipped him 
so severely that the child afterwards 
died from the eifects of the injuries 
received, as was testified by Dr. Robt. 
Sanders, who made a post mort-7m 
examin tion of the body. 

‘Coroner Hewlett was notified on 
Saturday evening, by telegram, as 
was published by usin Sunday’s is- 
sue. He went up to yy ted Satur- 
day night and the next day empan- 
aad a jury and held an inquest. 
‘The resuit was that Amos Gregory 
and wife were brought to the city on 
yesterday and lodged in jail.”

ing to continue the trial to Jenners 
ville and the scene of the murder.

The great feature of 
Saturday’s proceedings is the decis- 
ion of the court to allow evidence to
